The last donation from Mr. Backs, 
during ‘his illness, was $50,000, 
raising the couple’s contributions to 
Piacentia’s memorial to all veterans, 
te. $150,000. 

There are indications here this 
week, that that amount will not pay 
for the landscaping, following the 


opulent construction, termed by 
contractor Paul Foss, who _ is 
building it, to be a ‘‘work of 


perfection, like everything else Mr. 
Backs did.”’ 

The unique veterans plaza not 
only contains the fountain, but a 
concrete building which is partially 
underground, designed to house the 
sophisticated pumping and elec- 
tronic equipment to operate the 
completely automatic fountain. 
Special lighting has also been 
installed. 

Foss, of Yorba Linda, who has 
done various construction projects 
for Mr. and Mrs. Backs since first 
becoming associated with them in 
1958, said the fountain could well be 
the only one of its type in the world. 

Every phase of its construction 
was planned down to the slightest 
detail by Backs in his lifetime, Foss 
states. There are such luxury items 
involved as a wind compensator, so 
that wind blowing against the active 
spray of the fountain, which comes 
from two different levels, cannot

Denied 
T-C Site 


A decision has been handed down 
by Superior Court Judge Charles A. 
Bauer in the case of Jack and Bonnie 
Scarpa against the city of Placentia, 
which denies the Scarpas the right to 
move into a building in the Town 
Center shopping development. 

it was the second trial on the 
Scarpa’s efforts to obtain residence 


in the empty building at the 
southeast corner of the large 
commercial development. The first 
hearing ended in’ a writ of 
mandamus that ordered _ the 
Placentia City Council to either 


rehear the Scarpa’s petition or grant 
them entry into the building which 
was constructed for their use and:to 
their specifications. 

Jack Scarpa said this week his and 
Mrs. Scarpa’s future course is at this 
time undetermined, but there is a 
possibility that they will use further 
legal means to attempt to gain entry 
into the building. 

Their original request to move 
into the center, after approval by the 
Placentia Planning Commission, 
was appealed and denied by the 
Placentia City Council on the basis 
that a real estate business does not 
generate sales tax and that there

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use the card for personal business as 
long as the charges were repaid. 

Other items permit use of the city 
credit card for any amount of 
expenditure, but discouraged it 
unless over $25. 

The policy further lists reimburse- 
ment for mileage, to be documented 
by individual trip and reported by 
date, miles traveled, destination and 
purpose of trip. Mileage is now 
reimbursed at 12 cents a mile. 

(In some instances, mileage for 
individual councilmen has_ been 
running as high as 500 and 600 miles 
per month). 

Storage, parking and tolls are 
authorized and receipts are required 
for individual expenditures over $2 
but not under. 

Dry cleaning expenses are 
authorized with receipts. 

Meals and entertainment. Council 
will be reimbursed for the 
reasonable costs of meals or 
entertainment on an actual basis, 
but receipting is required only for an 
individual expenditure over $25. 
Receipts are ‘requested’ for all 
expenditures, however, and ‘‘meals 
will be itemized on an individual 
basis stating purpose and expense.”’ 

Dependent care expenses will be 
reimbursed on a monthly basis with 
explanation to be attached. 

Periodicals, which have appeared 
regularly on some expense ac- 
counts, may now be procured only 
through the city’s purchasing agent. 

Councilman Langer, who first 
brought the council's expense 
accounts to public attention, said 
this week that he will see that the 
expense policy decision is placed on 
the ballot in the April, 1976 election, 
at which time three council seats will 
be up for decision. Terms expiring at 
that time are those of Langer and 
Mayor Lyons and Mayor Pro Tem

Every 
City official, councilmen in- 
cluded, serve the people and are 
accountable for their acts while in 
office. It is morally right, legally 


required, and fiscally responsible 
for an official to reimburse the 
City for all personal expenditures 
paid by City revenue funds and to 
justify his or her expenses at open 
sessions of the council meetings. 
Therefore, we support Council- 
man Robert Langer’s courageous 
position to curb excessive 
speeding and we trust that the 
City Council will reconsider the 
policy and modify it so that City 
funds will be spent properly.

Callahan. 

Langer indicated he felt the public 
should have the right to augment the 
Placentia City Charter, which states 
only that members of the city council 
shall receive $25 a.month and the 
mayor $50 a month as compensation 
for their services, and shall receive 
reimbursement for necessary travel 
“ and other expenses ‘‘when on 
» Official duty on order of the city 
“ council.”’ 

“I still feel that every cent of 
taxpayer’s money should be 
accounted for with receipts and 
documented with an explanation,”’ 
he stated. 

At the Tuesday night city council 
meeting, Councilman George De 
Jesus took personal issue with 
Langer over the expense discussion. 

“If I may have the floor for a 
moment,’’ De Jesus began. ‘‘I think 
that we have a communication 
problem, not just between you (the 
mayor) and Mr. Langer but possibly 
between the entire council.”’ 

‘*I was absent from a meeting we 
had in February...but still ] have had 
an opportunity to read the minutes. 
And I was rather surprised to read 
that there was still continued 
discussion of the expense policy. 
How long are we going to continue 
this charade? Have we not already 
voted on this policy?’’ 

“I will no longer sit in agonized 
silence and permit Mr. Langer, who 
is primarily responsible for this 
investigation, to go unopposed. The 
council using a certain amount of 
decorum and patience has allowed 
Mr. Langer since June of 1974 
through now to set up a gauntlet of 
suspicion into our characters. I 
resent it.’’ 

“I do not think that I am thin 
skinned, but I’ve had enough. Mr. 
Langer with the help of the press has 
had a field day on an item that has 
always been a popular cause with 
the people...elected officials ex- 
penditures. By inuendo he has cast 
aspersions on my character, when 
there is no need for suspicion. The 
records are now, have always been 
public information.’’ 

De Jesus also spoke his 
resentment regarding Langer’s 
position that even now he 
‘threatens to take it to the ballot.”’ 

Mayor Pro Tem Callahan who said 
in council meeting that ‘‘I do not 
question the integrity of one 
councilman...I don’t question a one 
of these expenses (regarding 
convention trips). .-.I don’t question 
a single item.’ 

“I don’t question the integrity of 
anybody. It’s a matter of how we 
operate. Now whether you go to the 
petty cash drawer or whether you 
use the credit card or you draw 
advance funds,....that’s your 
business.’’ 

“I don’t think there is anything 
wrong with it because it would have 
to be in the best interests of the city 
of Placentia.”’ 

In response Councilman Langer 


replied: ‘‘Mr. Mavor,..this dis- 
cussion came up almost a year ago. 


At that time I started questioning 
some of these expenses and 
Councilman Callahan told me at a 
meeting that it was none of my 
business that he did not have to 
justify his expenses to me. 

‘In return maybe he didn’t have 
to justify them to me, but he does 
have to justify them to the people. 
And that is exactly what I have 
done.” 

Mayor Pro Tem Callahan who 
called two press conferences over 
the past week for two representa- 
tives of the local press, discussed 
convention and meeting expense 
items. He also expressed dis- 
pleasure over the way the city has 
operated in the matter of the 
veterans memorial fountain, a gift of 
Mr. and Mrs. Edward Backs. 

Individual councilmen’s expenses 
for day to day expenditures run from 
Councilman Langer’s, who absorbs 
his from his‘$25 a month salary to the 
following: 

Mayor Robert Lyons: trip to 
Washington, D.C. for Congressional 
Conference in March, three days, 
excluding travel: $439. 

Also, January, 1975: 313 miles 
travel, $37.56; meals, $55.80, 
parking, $2.50, total: $95.86.

Fire Fighter 


Proposal

The latest suggestion from the 
firemen’s union is that Placentia, 
either as an alternate plan or an 
additional one, merge its fire service 
into that of Fullerton. 


This, members of the Fire 
Fighters Union declare, would 
provide better fire protection, 


reduced costs and a reduced work 
load for the city administrator, city 
council, personnel department, 
finance department, police chief, 
city mechanic, dispatchers and ‘‘all 
others presently involved with the 
fire department.”’ 

“*Also there is a possibility,’’ the 
firemen continue, ‘‘depending on 
the type of contract negotiated, the 
city of Placentia could be absorbed 
completely by the city of Fullerton or 
the city of Placentia could retain its 
local autonomy for fire protection, as 
with a joint powers agreement and 
be governed by the city of Fullerton 
in the administration end of the Fire 
Department.”’ 

The report also points out that the 
40 hour week for firemen, which is 
an issue involved in the $15.5 million 
law suit the local firemen’s union 
has in appeal against some city 
councilmen and other city officials of 
Placentia, is a failure. 

The firemen remark also concera- 
ing the turnover rate in the 
department. ‘‘We don’t see how any 
city or for that matter, any business 
can possibly remain in operation 
with this type of management. If it 
were to happen in the private sector, 
the company or business would be 
immediately out of business.”’

“I am keeping an eye on 
everything,’’ Mrs. Backs reported 
by telephone Monday. 

Concerning the financial future of 
the $150,000 masterpiece, Mrs. 
Backs said that she did not wish to 
comment at this time. ‘‘I leave those 
things up to Mr. Anderson (Backs’ 
attorney William Anderson),’’ she 
reported. ‘‘I don’t get involved in 
that. I leave that up to Bill.”’ 

Anderson is out of the area, on 
vacation and will return Thursday, 
April 3. No one if his office could 
make any comment on the matter. 

Concern over the whole project 
was expressed this week by 
Placentia Mayor Pro Tem Michael 
Callahan, who said that he has asked 
for some explanations concerning 
the fountain.

the fountain will be. The subject is 
set for an upcoming city council 
meeting. 

Callahan’s complaints concern 
the fact that the construction 
supervised by Backs during his 
lifetime, was not let out to the lowest 
bidder. 

Still to be completed on the 
fountain, which will: support four, 
4-foot long bronze dolphins, leaping 
into the air, are segments of the 
fountain’s construction as well 4& 
the patio containing a back wall with 
bronze markers and decorations and 
a section where flag poles will be 
situated. 

Also involved in the complete 
package, are such things as curbing 
and gutters on the two streets the 
fountain faces, both of which are not 
in their final position. 

The fountain is 15 feet high and 20 
feet in diameter and will have a 
water spray from its two top levels, 
with water cascading down in a 
sheet and recirculating. 

Atop the fountain will be the 
porpoises, the work of sculptor John 
Edward Svenson of Green Valley 
Lake, California, who also has done 
much smaller fountains for Home 
Savings and Loan buildings. 
Augmenting the dolphins will be 
bronze fish attached to the sides of 
the fountain, which will appear to be 
swimming in the water. All the 
concrete involved in the ornate 
construction, is bush hammered, a 
finish considered to be concrete 
sculpture. 

Still to be executed are the plans 
for the landscaping and sprink- 
lering. 

Details in the patio include such 
things as copper stripping in the 
concrete and the concrete will have

some color in it, Foss described. 

“None of this is~ simple,’’ 
contractor Foss explained. ‘‘Mr. 
Backs wanted it a certain way. I have 
never seen a fountain like this,”’ 
Foss stated. ‘‘It will be beautiful 
when it is operating.” 

The underground pumping sta- 
tion has two 10 horsepower pumps 
and the fountain operation is totally 
automatic by electric eye. Foss 
explained that when no 8-inch 
copper lines were ayailable on the 
west coast, Backs had the necessary 
ones air freighted from the east 
coast to keep construction going. 

Foss estimates the completion of 
the fountain in ‘‘roughly three 
months.”’ 

“It is a work of perfection,’’ he 
explains. 

Bronze lettering on the back wall 
of the fountain will announce, ‘‘To 
Those Who Have Served Their 
Country With Love And Courage.”’ 

Present’ funds on hand are 
expected to complete the fountain 
itself and put it in operation and 
finish the memorial wall. Not 
covered so far are contracts for 
landscaping, sprinklering and 
special out-door lighting.

Sprinkle mixture into an 
empty box and place flower 
and leaves on the mixture. 
Slowly cover the flower with 
additional mixture, being 
careful not to crush or 
distort the petals. When 
completely covered, there 
should be no air space 
around the flower. Seal the 
box and store at room 
temperature for 7-10 days. 
Preserved flowers from 
which stems have been 


removed may be fit with 
florist wire stems and the 
original leaves. Experimen- 
tation will enable you to 
decide which flowers will 
work best with this process.
